two outstanding 
Valentine days in the long history 
of Wellsville. The first of these 
wa* on February 14. 1852. when 
William Wells drove the last spike 
In the railway ties that marked 
the completion of the extension of 
the Cleveland A Pittsburgh rail­ 
road to the downriver city from 
the Forest City. The departure con. 
stltuted the connection of the Ohio 
river with Lake Erie and marked 
an epoch in northeastern Ohio. 
The second of these days was 
February 14, 1861, when Abraham 
Lincoln, en route to Washington, 
to 
be 
inaugurated ss the 16th 
President 
of the United States, 
paused within the city limit* and 
addressed a large audience of men 
and women that had come from 
varied 
sections 
of 
Columbiana 
county and Hancock county of the 
then Old Dominion, across the Ohio 
river, to see and hear him. 
It has been the general notion 
that upon that occasion the late 
martyred President simply walked 
to the rear of the platform of the 
coach of the presidential train in 
which he was making this Journey 
and from it addressed the throng 
that had gathered to hear him. H.

Ridge avenue, 
Wellsville, long a leading business 
man In the city and one of its rep- 
resentatlve citizens, says however, 
that this address was really made 
from the aecond-story porch of the 
Whltacr* hotel, then located on 
I 
the present site of the Peoples’ J 
Bank building in Riverview street, 
fronting the Ohio river. 
This hotel was a large structure 
.of three stories and an attic of 
several 
rooms. It extended from 
Main to Riverview street. 
Upon 
the evening of the day In which 
he spoke in Wellsville, Abraham 
Lincoln delivered an address to the 
populace of Pittsburgh, from th* 
second-story porch, facing Smith­ 
field street, of the Monongahela 
House. Because of this fact this 
porch long stood out as sn object 
of interest to visitors of the Smoky 
City. Even the rooms which Abra­ 
ham Lincoln and the other mem­ 
bers of his family occupied in the 
Monongahela House were for years 
places of interest to those visiting 
this nationally known hostelry-.

School Dismissed 
Mr. Whitacre la of the opinion 
that the same distinction belongs 
to 
the 
once WhltacfS Hotel of 
Wellsville since, he maintains, the 
then President-elect left the train, 
wended his way into the structure, 
and returned to the upstairs porch 
to fqce the greeting multitude and 
address them. 
Mr. Whitacre remembers th* oo- 
ceston 
of the then visitation of 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
to 
Wellsville 
vividly. 
He 
was 
at the time a 
•cboolboy of nine. he recently con­ 
fided. His teacher that year was a

Mrs. King. a widow, he recalled. 
He remembers also that Brinton 
Cooper was another then teacher 
in the down-river town’s school. 
His memory haa it that all o! 
the rooms of the Wellsville school 
were that day dismissed in order 
that 
the pupils should have th# 
privilege of seeing the winner of 
the four-cornered preaidentlal cam­ 
paign of the preceding year as he 
went his way eastward to assuma 
the fruits of his victory. 
He was thus among the eager 
lads who stood about the platform 
in front of his father’s hotel which, 
he said. In those days, was used as 
the depot for Wellsville. 
He noted that he can remember 
distinctly 
seeing 
the 
elongated 
form of Abraham Lincoln emerg­ 
ing 
from 
the railway coach in 
which he had been riding and ap 
rearing on the Wellsville railway 
platform. He recalls that he had 
to 
stoop 
considerably 
to 
pass 
through the car door. He does not 
now recall whether Mr. Lincoln 
spoke a few words of initial greet­ 
ing from the car platform before 
he was escorted to the Whitacre 
Hotel and returned to the view of 
the people from the porch that ran 
the length of the structure on its

second floor. He stood Just back 4 
of its railing, he said a* he finally F 
made his address 
His memory also has It that the 
railway 
coach 
from 
which 
he 
emerged and to which he returned 
at the conclusion of his address 
was one that had been painted a 
green color. The engine drawing 
the train was regulation type, one 
with a wide, cavernoua appearing 
smokestack.

Profoundly Impressed 
He doe* not now remember any­ 
thing that President-elect Lincoln 
said In his 1861 Wellsville speech. 
But he can yet recall that he was 
profoundly 
Impressed by the ap 
pearance of Mr. Lincoln who left 
upon him the impression that he 
was a man of gaunt stature and 
one that might be considered some­ 
what homely In appearance. 
It Is quite possible that Mr. Lin­ 
coln was presented to th* Wells­ 
ville audleace by William G. Wells, 
who that year was the mayor of 
the then young railway town. Wil­ 
liam M. Hammond was the then 
recorder of the village. Th* town * 
trustees, later known as council­ 
men, 
were 
Alexander 
Denham, 
Alexander Smith, John Lawrence, 
William Blakely and W. A. McIn­ 
tosh. 
All of these men were no doubt 
among the leading personalities of 
Wellsville 
who 
were present as 
Abraham 
Lincoln spoke that day 
within Its town limits. Another out­ 
standing 
citizen who must have 
been present with the others was 
th* later General J. W. Reilly. He 
was then a young lawyer of Wells­ 
ville and an ex-mayor, for he had 
served the town in that capacity alto 
In 1185. The then trustees of Ye!-

low Creek township were Hermon 
Blackburn, 
Harvey 
Cope, 
John 
House, J. G. Buchanan, clerk, and 
Gillis McGregor, treasurer. All of 
these, conceivably were numbered 
In the audience which on that day 
heard the man who was to be in­ 
ternationally known as th* “Great 
Emancipator.” That Valentine day 
of 1861 was the ninth one follow­ 
ing the opening of the Cleveland 
to Pittsburgh railroad on the nun* 
day la IBBS.

So much argum ent ha* 
ensued 
about 
asparagus, 
w hether 
it is 
a finger food of a fork food, that 
it Is not am iss to m ention 
the 
facts 
here. 
It has been decreed 
a fork food by the etiquette arb 
iters, and w ith a fork food it must 
be eaten on our tables, w hether 
we p artak e of it in public, or priv­ 
ate. 
W ith th e fork, cut off hu 
Inch o r two a t a tim e, beginning

th e tip end, and continue 
until the whole stalk ie consumed.

C ontrary 
to 
a 
popular belief, 
a rth ritis is a curable affliction. 
It 
is true that this change of opinion 
is only of recent date. 
T his will be 
good news because m any sufferers 
from a rth ritis accept 
their dis­ 
ablem ent as a perm anent condition, 
w ith little hope for relief o r cure. 
May I assure you th at modern 
science now offers a m eans of re­ 
lief and cure. 
U nfortunately, the 
cure can 
be 
accom plished 
only 
a fte r a prolonged course of study 
and treatm ent. 
This probably ac­ 
counts for the hopeless attitu d e of 
m any sufferers from arth ritis. 
Too m any victim s of th is dis­ 
abling 
affliction 
reso rt to hom e 
rem edies and salves. They m ay ob­ 
tain som e relief in this way, but 
certainly never perm anent cure. 
Confused W ith Other Ailments 
A nother common m istake is to 
confuse a rth ritis with rheum atism , 
neuritis, neuralgia and other sim ilar 
afflictions. 
They are not th e same. 
In arth ritis a Joint or several Joints 
m ay be inflam ed. 
The knee or 
shoulder Joints are usually involv 
ed, though any joint may be the 
seat of th e trouble. 
T he victim first com plains of an 
inflam ed and painful Joint. 
It be 
com es sw ollen, tender to the touch 
aud painful upon the slightest mo­ 
tion. 
As a rule, the sufferer has 
difficulty in walking and in clim b­ 
ing stairs. 
If the condition is neglected, cer­ 
tain changes occur within the joint. 
T here m ay be actual bony changes 
aud alteration in the stru ctu re of 
the diseased joint. 
This leads to 
im paired m ovem ents. 
I am often asked what causes 
arth ritis. 
A rthritis may be caused 
by an infection, or a fall, blow or 
injury. It may be the result of sus­ 
tained faulty posture, faulty elimi 
nation, unhygenic living, 
absorp­ 
tion of pus from a center of In­ 
fection. such as diseased teeth, na
